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The  Fourth  of  August  will  signalize  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  the  World  War,  which  slaugh¬ 
tered  ten  million  men  and  maimed  and  crippled 
millions  more. 

On  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  Imperialist 
War,  the  lie  of  pacification,  of  an  era  of  “  peace 
and  good  will,”  is  being  assiduously  broadcast. 
Just  as  in  1914,  the  air  is  filled  with  assur¬ 
ances  of  mutual  good-will,  of  peace,  of  uplift, 
of  democracy  and  internationalism. 

Millions  believed  then  that  the  International 
of  -the  Social  Democrats — the  Second  Interna¬ 
tional-embracing  millions  of  workers  as  it 
does  to-day,  conscious  of  the  imperialist  forces 
driving  for  war — an  International  that  had 
threatened  dire  things  at  its  World  Congresses 
of  Stuttgart  and  Basle — would  be  sufficient  de¬ 
terrent  to  the  war-makers. 

PRE-WAR  IMPERIALISM 

But  the  cold,  brutal  facts  were  given  to  the 
workers  of  the  world,  when  the  Russian  sol¬ 
diers — the  workers  and  peasants — ransacked 
the  archives  of  the  bloody  Czarist  government 
and  published  the  secret  treaties  of  the  capital¬ 
ist  powers. 

Behind  the  smoke  screen  of  phrases  and 
assurances,  the  forces  making  for  war  had 
kept  assiduously  at  work.  The  crises  of  Agadir, 
of  Morocco,  the  Anglo-German  rivalries,  the 
Balkan  crises,  the  Russian-Austrian  conflict, 
matured  rapidly  to  the  point  where  the  assass¬ 
ination  of  an  Austrian  Prince,  in  the  remote 
town  of  Serajevo,  lit  the  conflagration,  the 
embers  of  which  have  not  ceased  to  glow.  It 
seemed  such  a  petty  cause  but  it  was  sufficient ; 
for  the  capitalist  world  was  a  powder  maga¬ 
zine. 

IMPERIALIST  RE-ALIGNMENTS  TO-DAY 

And  what  has  changed  to  give  rise  to  this 
new  wave  of  pacifism  more  deadly  than  out¬ 
spoken  jingoism?  Have  the  causes  of  war  dis¬ 
appeared?  Have  the  groups  and  classes  who 
are  the  war-makers  disappeared?  No!  No¬ 
where,  except  in  revolutionary  Russia  where 
the  masses  made  a  clean  root-and-branch  sweep 
of  the  forces  of  capitalism,  reaction  and  im¬ 
perialism  ! 

These  peace  tendencies  thdt  are  praised  to 
the  skies  by  bourgeois  and  laborite,  pious  sen¬ 
timentalists,  are/  supposed  to  emanate  from  the , 
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“New  Era”  of  Macdonald  and  Herriot..  But 
they  have  changed  nothing!  Herriot  contin¬ 
ues  the  policy  of  Poincare  and  Ramsay  Mac¬ 
donald  obeys  the  dictates  of  the  London  bank¬ 
ers.  ' 

The  Dawes  Report  is  nothing  but  a  new  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  infamous  robber-treaty  of  Versailles. 

Instead  of  Anglo-German  rivalry  —  Anglo- 
French  rivalry ;  instead  of  German  hegemony — 
French  European  hegemony;  Italian-Jugoslav 
conflict;  American- Japanese  conflict,  and  a 
whole  set  of  others  to  take  the  place  of  those  of 
1914.  In  1913  there  were  3,747,179  men  under 
arms.  In  1922  there  were  in  Europe  4,354,975 
men  under  arms.  The  budget  of  the  pacifist 
Maedonald  government  provides  for  an  in- 
1  crease  of  two  million  pounds  to  strengthen  the 
air  fleet,  provides  for  eight  new  air  squadrons, 
five  new  cruisers,  and  two  destroyers.  Since 
1918  Britain  has  expended  290  million  pounds 
on  armaments.  She  has  just  paraded  her 
twenty-seven  million  dollar  battle-cruiser,  the 
“Hood,”  at  Vancouver,  to  rouse  the  Empire 
loyalists,  and  the  London  “Times”  asks  Can^ 
ada  what  she  intends  doing. 

THE  WORKERS  REWARD 
An  increase  of  two  billion  dollars  in  national 
debt  is  Canada’s  reward  for  its  assistance  to 
British  Imperialism.  $138,000,000  in  interest 
charges  on  “Victory”  bonds,  to  come  out  of  the 
hide  of  the  Canadian  Workers  and  Farmers,  to 
fatten  the  purses  of  the  war-made  millionaires, 
the  banking  and  insurance  companies.  Lower 
wages,  longer  hours  and  unemployment  is  the 
reward  of  the  workers  for  “saving  democra- 
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ey. 

The  working  class  is  being  deceived.  The 
leaders  of  London  and  the  Amsterdam  Interna¬ 
tional — the  International  of  the  Canadian 
Trades  Congress — the  pacifists  and  similar  fry, 
are  deafening  the  world  with  their  clamor  that 
peace  is  nearly  achieved.  Peace!  Peace! 
Where  there  can  be  no  peace !  FOR  CAPITAL¬ 
ISM  SPELLS  WAR!  AND  TO  END  WAR 
MEANS  TO  END  CAPITALISM ! 

SOCIAL-DEMOCRATIC  DUPLICITY 

Again  as  in  1914  the  “Socialists”  of  the 
Amsterdam  International’  a  few  weeks  ago  at 
Vienna,  talked  about  -fighting  war.  These 

gentlemen,  who  at  the  first  shot  in  1914,  rushed 
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try,  are  to- 


to  the  defence  of^£  their”'' 
day  supporting  credits  for^armaments.  They 
talk  of  creating  a  public  sentiment  against 
war — as  if  the  working  class  wanted  war !  And 
just  as  before  the  last  war  they  again  talk  of  a 
general  strike  in  the  event  of  war.  These  same 
gentlemen  fight  every  means  which  would  de¬ 
velop  a  force  to  end  war — a  revolutionary 
working  class  movement,  to  destroy  capitalism. 
They  expel  the  militants  from  the  unions.  In 
Canada  they  fight  against  National  Autonomy 
for  the  Trade  Union  Movement,  without  which 
there  can  be  no  general  strike,  without  guaran¬ 
tee  of  sabotage  from  the  International  Head¬ 
quarters.  These  yellow  gentlemen  are  again 
playing  the  role  of  seducers  of  the  working 
class  in  the  interests  of  International  capital¬ 
ism. 

PREPARE  NOW  ! 

Men  and  women  of  the  working  class !  The 
next  war  will  be  upon  us  like  a  thief  in  the 
night.  Remember  how  an  assassin’s  bullet  in 
an  obscure  Balkan  village,  resulted  in  Flanders 
Fields  being  strewn  with  the  dead  bodies  of 
thousands  of  Canadian  workers. 

Remember  what  has  been  the  reward  to  those 
who  have  come  back.  Seventy  per  cent,  of  the 
postal  workers,  who  struck  recently  were  re¬ 
turned  soldiers,  fighting  to  get  a  little  more 
^_than  eighty-five  dollars  per  month. 

Men  and  women  of  the  working  class !  Shall 
we  again  allow  ourselves  to  be  dragged  into 
British  wars  to  defend  the  interests  of  the 
British  capitalists  in  Mosul  ?  Shall  we  help  the 
British  Imperialist  collect  taxes  for  his  puppet 
ruler  in  Mesopotamia  by  bombing  villages  and 
killing  men  and  women?  Shall  we  help  main¬ 
tain  the  British  forces  of  occupation  in  the  Su¬ 
dan,  against  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  Egypt- 
tian  masses,  because  the  Sudan  is  a  potential 
rich  cotton  field  for  British  capital  ? 

CLASS  WAR  AGAINST  IMPERIALIST  WAR 

Fellow  workers,  there  is  no  other  way  of 
preventing  the  coming  of  a  new  capitalist  war, 
except  fey  overthrowing  the  forces  and  the  rule 
of  capitalism  and  establishing  the  rule 
of  our  class — the  toiling  masses  of  the 
workers  and  farmers  of  Canada.  The  real 
forces  behind  the  scenes,  the  imperialists  and 
militarists,  Big  Business  and  Finance,  are  still 
plotting  and  scheming,  in  their  competition  fpr 
oil,  for  steel,  for  coal  and  coke,  for  markets 
and  colonial  exploitation. 


Nothing  has  altered  iiftthis  respect ! 

We  must  energetically  prepare  our  forces 
now.  The  eyes  of  the  workers  and  farmers  of 
Canada  must  turn  to  the  heroic  Russian  Revo- 
tion.  The  real  agency  of  peace  is  the  Red 
Army.  The  road  to  permanent  disarmament, 
lies  not  through  the  quack  remedies  of  “World 
Courts,”  Peace  Tribunals,  or  “Leagues  of  Na¬ 
tions.”  The  only  road  lies  through  a  chain  of 
Workers’  Soviet  Republics,  guarded  and  de¬ 
fended  by  a  series  of  working-class  Red  Armies, 
which  will  destroy  the  forces  of  the  counter¬ 
revolution,  and  defend  the  workers  who  are 
laying  the  basis  of  the  Communist  society. 

The  Union  of  Socialist  Soviet  Republics  is 
the  only  bulwark  to-day  against  imperialist 
war.  There  the  Red  Army  defends  the  working 
class.  Defends  THEIR  factories ;  THEIR  mines 
and  workshops;  THEIR  land  and  THEIR 
country. 

The  Russian  workers  turned  the  imperialist 
war  into  which  they  had  been  forced,  into  a  vic¬ 
torious  Socialist  revolution.  They  turned  their 
weapons  away  from  the  breasts  of  the  workers 
of  other  lands,  and  against  the  capitalist  class 
government  of  exploitation  and  slavery. 

TRULY  THE  RUSSIAN  WORKERS  HAVE 
SHOWN  THE  WAY  TO  END  WAR  ! 

The  Communist  International  calls  upon  the 
workers  of  all  lands  to  join  in  the  fight  against 
Capitalism — that  prolific  breeder  of  war. 

The  Communist  Party  of  Canada  calls  upon 
the  Canadian  workers  to  fight  Capitalist  war, 
by  joining  the  Communist  Party  in  its  fight 
against  Capitalism. 
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Fellow  workers!  Let  the  horrors  of  the  last 
war  urge  you  forward  to  greater  efforts.  The 
Death  Rattle  is  in  the  throat  of  capitalism,  but 
it  can  still  kick  out  brutally  and  ferociously  to 
deal  death  to  the  working  class. 

The  workers  must  pledge  themselves  on  this 
tenth  anniversary  of  world-slaughter  to  or¬ 
ganize  for  the  speedy  destruction  of  this  death¬ 
dealing  monster — Capitalism.  .

Down  with  Bourgeois  Democracy  and  Social
